ROMK — (IP)— A German drive from 


Bulgaria against the Salonika sec- 
tor *( Greece was predicted by fore- 
ign observers Wednesday as Italy's 
foremost cdilor, Virginio Gayda, de- 
clared the British had already land- 
ed "an almost complete division of 
Canadians" in the historical city. 


Gayda added' that Germany recogn- 


ized, "the great Italian task and ct- 
fort"and' importance of the'Mediter- 
ranean theater in general."

On the other hand, hog and cattle

with 2,125,000 acres! 


Corn, on the other hand, has at 


least held its own, with 1,882,000 acres 
in 1929, and 2.022,000 acres in 1939.

Refunding Bill

LITTLE ROCK - A group of Ar- 


kansas bankers and money intcrcsU 
meeting wit hGovcrnor Adkins Tues- 
day proposed to appoint a committee 
to confer with the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation in an efort to gain 
a more favorabble ofer on resale of a 
block of the $137,000,000 RFC-owned 
Arkansas highway refunding" bonds. 


With the governor and E, P, Pyeatt, 


FayoUcvillc, president of the Arkan- 
sas Bankers Association, serving as 
co-chairman, the group met to de- 
termine how large a block of the 
bonds Arkansas interests would seek 
to buy, 
Arkansas banks hold 510,000,000 of 


Hie outstanding bonds and insurance 
companies and investment agencies 
oMhe state have another $5,000,000,

take the worst deal; if they just even 
it up, we would be satisfied," R. E.

^ He proposed that Arkansas interests 
"take our share" of the $18,000,000 three 
per cent long-term bonds, but added 
Mr. Jones should offer some of the 
3.25 per cent shorter term bonds to 
Arkansas banks also.

Crisis Faces 
Britain on Sea 


Need More Ships 
and Men, Admiralty 
Tells Commons 


LONDON —W— A. V. Alexander, 


first lord of the Admiralty, told the 
House of Commons Britain "needs 
many more ships and great numbers 
of men" to fight the triple Ger- 
man menace of 
submarines, 
long- 


range bombers and surface raiders 
"in the battle of the Atlantic now 
opening." 


But to a member's question as to 


whether Britain "had told America 
what we require even more urgent- 
ly than airplanes and money is ships 
and still more ships," he was silent, 


The 50 American destroyers trans- 


ferred to the British navy last year 
have already done good work, he 
told the house. 


Alexander made his remarks 
in 


asking for a token appropriation of 
about $400. The house agreed with- 
out a record vote. 


Although this would be the amount 


on the appropriation bill it author- 
izes the admiralty to expend huge 
sums, the exact amount of which 
would be kept secret. 


"Never in the history of oui sea 


power have we had such need of 
hundreds of ships and men," Alexan- 
der said. 


"To reinforce the fleet 1 ask un- 


hesitatingly for many more ships, for 
great numbers of men, and for great 
quantities of stores to equip them.

Have You Paid 
Income Tax? 


March 15 Is 
the Income Tax 
Deadline

WASHINGTON—For the millions of 


Americans fighting the perennial bat- 
le of income tax returns, there is-at 
east one consolation this year. 


The painful chore of making out a 
green sheet,", or duplicate return, has 
jeen eliminated. The idea of the green 
heel, successor to the blankety-blank 
pink sheet, was to provide fov local 
ax authorities where officially re- 
quested the names of persons having 
taxable property. Since these persons 
now have been identified, the govern- 
ment has dispensed with the green 
sheet. 


The making out of a single, ordi- 


nary return can be done easily and 
accurately, tax officials say, if the job 
s tackled calmly and carefully. 


Here are a few tips from govern- 


ment experts: 


Don't prepare your return until you 


•eacl and understand the instructions 
accompanying the forms. Make out 
a work sheet and check it with the in- 
structions before filling in the forms. 


Don't destroy the data from which 


your return is compiled. You will need 
;hem 
for possible re-checking and 


verifying the return. 


Don't overlook any item or schedule 


on the form which you are required 
to fill out. 


Don't omit any explanation or in- 


formation that is cssenttial to a com- 
plete audit of your return. 


Fill in the schedules on the back 


page of your return before attempting 
to make out the main part on the 
front page. Double-check all items 
and be sure that your return is filed 
at the office of the collector of rev- 
enue (or is in the mail) before mid- 
night, March 15. 


Credit For Dependents 


High on the list of widely misun- 


derstood income tax provisions is thai 
of credit for a dependent. 


The head of a family is allowed a 


credit of $400 for each dependent. A 
dependent must be under 18 years ol 
age or a person who is physically or 
mentally incapable of self-support. 


Thousands of income taxpayers who 


have contributed to the support ol 
jobless or destitute relatives have been 
under the erroneous impression they 
could make $400 deductions for such 
contributions. 


For example, a wage earner or bus- 


iness man who during 1940 was the 
principal support of his unemployec 
brother and even his own 20-year-olt 
jobless son is not allowed dependency 
credits for either of them unless they 
are physically or mentally unable to 
support themselves under normal cir- 
cumstances. 


Tax officials say also that there is

family exemptions. In many families 
three or more wage-earniijg members 
have sought the $2,000 head of family 
deduction. 


For federal income tax purposes 


there can be only one head of a fam 
ily. In addition to being the chie 
financial support, the head of a fam 
jly must be related by blood, .raarriagi 
or a,dpptipn to his dependents.
